Agricultural Seeds, Implements, Fertilizers and other heavy and bulky 
goods are sent by Express or Freight at purchaser’s expense. 

All Plants, Roots and Bulbs are forwarded by Express, purchaser paying charges. For those of our customers who prefer to 
receive their goods by Parcel Post, we will be pleased to forward in this manner such Plants, Roots and Bulbs as can be sent in this 
way at the following additional cost, which must be added to the value of each order for Plants, Roots or Bulbs: 

To all points east of the Mississippi River, 10 per cent extra. 

To all points west of the Mississippi River, 20 per cent extra. 


LOCAL DELIVERY. —We deliver goods free in Philadelphia. We can also forward by Package System (Baggage Master) to points 
where this system is in operation, such goods as will be received by them at the following charges: Packages weighing when packed 
for shipment not over 10 pounds, 12 cts.; not over 25 pounds, 18 cts.; not over 40 pounds, 24 cts.; not over 55 pounds, 30 cts. 


PAC KING. —No charge is made fcr boxes or packing on Express or Freight shipments nor for Delivery to Freight Depots or Express 
Offices in Philadelphia; the extra cost cf packing Parcel Post shipments is included in the 10 and 20 per cent charge noted above.

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Dreer’s Perfect Pansies 


Pansies are too well known to require any description, as they 
are favorites with all. For best results you must start with a good 
strain. The finest Pansies are, as a rule, shy seeders, which 
accounts for the difference in the price of the various mixtures 
offered. 


Miss Ida D. Bennett, the well-known horticultural author and 
enthusiastic admirer of Pansies writes the following notes on their 
culture expressly for this book: 


“Pansy seed germinates and the plants grow more freely in the 
cool, early days of spring, and for summer-blooming should be 
sown by the latter part of April, or early in May, in the vicinity 
of Philadelphia. A soil containing a proportion of leaf mould, 
well enriched with well-decayed cow manure, will be the most satis- 
factory for the growing of this flower, and it should be well dug and 
made fine and level. 


“Sow the seeds in drills, covering them not more than four times 
their diameter and firming the soil well above them. The seeds 
germinate in from eight to twelve days, and should not be allowed 


Poe to dry out during this period. Covering the seed bed with news-

“As soon as the plants are up and large enough to handle, they should be thinned out or transplanted to 
stand nine inches apart in the rows. Thorough cultivation should be given from the start, as Pansies will 
not thrive when obliged to share the beds with a mass of weeds. 

“Tt is a mistake to plant Pansies in the shade of a tree or buildings. An open exposure, where the wind has 
a free sweep over the bed is far better, and Pansies so planted are free from the long, straggling branches which 
produce few and inferior flowers. During dry weather the bed should be watered daily, and in extreme cases 
twice a day for the best results.

Pot Culture.—Plantings may be made at any time from 
September to December. A light, rich soil, or Prepared Fibre 
offered on page 43, is most suitable. Use a 4 or 5-inch pot (or 
several bulbs may be planted together in larger pots or bulb pans) 
and have the tops of the bulbs just above the surface. After pot- 
ting give a good watering, and set away in a cool cellar or outhouse 
and cover with coal ashes or some litter, until thoroughly rooted. 
They may then be brought as wanted for a succession of flowers 
into the house, keeping them in a very cool light room until the 
flowers spikes are developed, when they may be placed wherever 
wanted. 


Culture in Glasses.—To grow Hyacinths in water, they 
should be placed so that the base of the bulb merely touches the 
water. The glasses should then be set in a cool, dark closet, or in 
the cellar, until filled with roots, when they may be brought into 
the light. Give as much fresh air as possible, and at a temperature 
of not over sixty degrees, until the spikes are developed. To put 
them at once into a room with a temperature of, say seventy 
degrees, would cause them to flower prematurely.

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CELERY PLANTS 


Plants will be ready to send out July rst. They can be planted in this 
latitude from then until the end of August. 


Celery requires a moist, rich soil, and will not thrive in poor soil and 
dry situations. After the plants have attained a height of five or six 
inches they should be set out in rows three feet apart, and six inches in 
the row. When twelve to fifteen inches high the soil should be loosened 
by the use of the plow or hoe, and the plants “handled.” This operation 
consists of drawing the stems upright with one hand and pressing the 
soil firmly against the plant with the other; by this process the plants 
grow upright, and can be easily cultivated and blanched by drawing the 
soil close up to the plant. Celery should receive thorough cultivation if 
good results are desired. To store for winter use, select well drained 
ground, dig trenches one foot wide and deep enough to cover the tops of 
the plants. Pack the stalks in this in an upright position, covering with 
waterproof celery paper to shed the water; in severe weather protect with 
straw or leaves.
